Conductor and musicologist DANIEL SWIFT studied oboe and composition at the Conservatory in Trois- 
Riviéres, history and musicology at Laval University in Québec, and conducting with Pierre Dervaux and 
Jean-Pierre Jacquillat in Paris. He has been music director of |’Ensemble instrumental de Trois-Riviéres, 

Laval University orchestra and of the Ensemble instrumental des Jeunesses musicales du Canada 
\wiontréal). He participated as a fellow conductor in the Orchestral Training Program organized by the 
Royal Conservatory of Music in Toronto in 1982-83. Winner of the Heinz Unger Conducting Award in 
1983, he was assistant conductor for Boris Brott with the Hamilton Philharmonic and Uri Mayer with the 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra before becoming conductor and music director of the Saskatoon Sym- 
phony Orchestra (1984-1992). He has also guest conducted numerous orchestras in Canada, the United 
States, and Europe. Particularly interested in the French repertoire, Daniel Swift directed in Paris and 
New York (1989) a revival of the musical play Le Gendarme incompris by Francis Poulenc (text by Jean 
Coutu and Raymond Radiguet) which he rediscovered during research for his Master's degree in musi- 
cology. He participated in the preparation of an edition of this work now published by Salabert. Mr. Swift 
also introduced a number of the works of Henri Sauguet to North America, in many concerts and broad- 
casts, and has recorded three of his ballets with the CBC Vancouver Orchestra on the $M5000 label. 
Music magazines in Japan, France, and the United States unanimously recommended this CD, entitled 
Parisian Ballets, released in September 1996. Current season’s guest conducting engagements include 
the CBC Vancouver Chamber Orchestra and special national network concerts from Ottawa for the CBC 
and Radio-Canada. 


Born in Toronto in 1978, SHANE KIM began his violin studies with his aunt at the age of nine, and later 
went on to study with Gerard Kantarjian. Since then, Shane has won many scholarships and awards, 
including second prize at the 1996 CIBC National Festival Competition (Chamber Music) in New Bruns- 
wick, and is the winner of the 1998-99 University of Toronto Nick Gelmych Violin Award, a scholarship 
given for outstanding performance. During the summers, Shane has studied at several music festivals, 
including the Aspen, Colorado Springs, Domaine Forget and Chautauqua. In Aspen, Shane studied with 
Paul Kantor and, more recently, was concertmaster at the Colorado Springs Festival, where he studied 
with Jose Luis Garcia. Shane has also been concertmaster of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra, 

versity of Toronto Symphony Orchestra, University of Toronto Chamber Orchestra, Domaine Forget 
Festival Orchestra, Chautauqua Festival Orchestra, and associate concertmaster of the Aspen Concert 
Orchestra. Shane has participated in masterclasses given by such distinguished artists as Pierre Amoyal, 
Martin Beaver, Glenn Dicterow, Jose Luis Garcia, Peter Oundjian, Kyoko Takezawa and Pinchas Zukerman, 
as well as members of Amici and the Audubon, Chicago and St. Lawrence String Quartets. Beginning in 
December 1997, Shane gave a successful series of concerts with the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra, 
performing the Mendelssohn Violin Concerto at numerous venues, including a Young People's Concert 
at Roy Thomson Hall, and at the du Maurier River Run Centre during the 1998 Guelph Spring Festival. 
Shane has also appeared as soloist with the University of Toronto, Cathedral Bluffs and Colorado Springs 
Festival Orchestras. Shane's performances have been broadcast on CJRT-FM, and in January, he will be 
featured as a Young Artist in the Mooredale Concerts Series, Shane is currently a third-year student at the 
University of Toronto, where he studies with Professor David Zafer, and is a member of the Galiano String 
Quartet.
